PARIS (U PI > — The United States 
resumed its search for a negotiated 
Vietnam peace today by opening a 
fresh round of talks “ at a technical 
level ' with the North Vietnamese 
on details of a military and political 
settlement. 


Today’s technical talks were a 
forerunner to the resumption of 
negotiations in Paris on Jan. 8

Autopsy set 
for student 
killed during 
prank 


LOS 
ANGELES

—An 
autopsy 
will 
be 
performed today on the 
body of Fred Bronner, a 
college student left in the 
mountains by three fellow 
fraternity 
brothers 
“ to 
teach him a lesson for being 
so obnoxious. ’’ 
Bronner, 21, was dropped 
off 11 days ago in a rugged 
section 
of 
the 
Angeles 
National Forest. His body 
was found Sunday at the 
base of a 500-foot deep 
ravine, 3‘/2 miles north of 
where he was left off 
Sheriff’s detectives said 
today they would make a 
decision on whether to take 
any action against the three 
fraternity members after 
the autopsy is completed. 
“ If 
Bronner 
went 
voluntarily,” a spokesman 
said, “ they are only guilty 
of stupidity.” 
Bronner, 
a 
senior 
at 
Pierce Junior College in 
suburban 
Granada 
Hills, 
was described by his mother 
as a “ good boy” and a “ good 
student.” But at the Chi Chi 
Chi fraternity, his brothers 
called him “ Fat Freddy' 
and three of them wanted to 
teach him a lesson for being 
obnoxious. 


The 
three —Gordon 
Gillespy, 19. John Bergess, 
29, 
and 
John 
Morgan, 
21—told 
authorities 
that 
when they dropped Bronner 
off,they expected him to 
hike the 10 miles from the 
Old Ridge Route down to 
heavilly travelled Interstate 
5 to hitch a ride back to Los 
Angeles, 60 miles away. 
Authorities said Bronner 
apparently decided to go 
overland to the highway and 
tumbled over a cliff. 


Dr. 
Monroe 
Richman, 
president of the trustees of 
the Los Angeles Community 
Colleges, said, “ I don’t want 
to call this a prank that 
backfired 
“ Anyone 
knows 
the 
temperatures 
outside 
at 
night, and knows it's a lot 
colder up there ... were 
talking about survival. They 
could have left him in any 
part of town. ” 


Asked about liuiupiuey s prediction, an

In past years both Democratic and 
Republican administrations have sought to 
reduce or eliminate the program on 
grounds it subsidizes well-off children in 
addition to the needy who really need the 
help. However, counterpressure from daily 
farm groups and farm bloc lawmakers has 
so far kept the program alive.

194 couples thought

PHOENIX, Ariz. (U P I) —The state Supreme Court today 
tried to figure out what to do about 194 couples who thought 
they were divorced but aren’t. 
Attorney V.L. Hash, who died in 1966 at the age of 74. 
always waited until he had been paid before filing divorce 
decrees with the clerk of the superior court. 
No money came in and so no decree went out in 194 cases, 
some dating back as far as 1924 
Lawyers for the executors of Hash’s estate want the 
court to straighten out the situation, which involves 
matters of legitimacy of children, possible bigamy, 
questions of Soc ial Security and other pension benefits, and 
complex property rights. 
The decrees were found among Hash’s business papers 
after his death. Each had been signed by superior court 
judges between 1924 and 1955, but none had been filed with 
the court clerk 


The co-executors of the estate. Otto and Virginia Hash, 
asked the Supreme Court to prohibit Superior Court Judge 
Laurens Henderson from holding a hearing Feb. 21. 
Henderson decided Nov. 15 to conduct the hearing to 
decide whether all parties to the divorce actions should be 
required to appear in court and show cause why the decrees 
should not be filed with the clerk's office.

Death toll in airline 
New Year bloodshed in Ireland 
jet crash at 103 
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MIAMI (U PI) —The death toll in the crash of an Eastern 
Airlines superjet in swampland west of Miami Friday night 
has reached 103, according to the Dade County < Miami > 
medical examiner. 
The statement by Dr. Joseph Davis at a late Monday 
news conference was the latest in a series of conflicting 
counts of victims and survivors issued by airline 
spokesmen and county officials. 
The death toll announced by Davis includes 101 persons 
who died at the scene of the crash in the muck of the 
Florida Everglades and two others who died later in 
hospitals. 
Eastern officials listed 77 survivors, which would mean 
the Lockheed L1011 Tristar jet carried 180 passengers and 
crew on the flight from New York to Miami Previously, 
the airline had given various totals ranging from 176 to 178 
and Eastern's latest count of persons “ dead or presumed 
dead” was 99 
Davis also said there was no evidence on the bodies of any 
explosion before or after the crash, which occurred on a 
landing approach 18 miles northwest of Miami Internation­ 
al Airport. He said almost all of the victims died of impact 
injuries when the plane crashed at about 200 miles an hour, 
but a few drowned as they lay pinned face down in the 
water and mud.

BELFAST (UPI) —Gunmen opened fire 
late Monday on a car filled with Roman 
Catholic factory workers, killing one and 
wounding three in the first bloodshed of the 
new year in Northern Ireland. 
It raised the death toll in V¿ years of 
political and religious strife in the province 
to 679. 
Police said gunmen armed with machine 
guns fired from ambush on the workers as 
they arrived for the midnight shift Monday 
at a Rolls-Royce plant in a heavily 
Protestant district on the outskirts of 
Belfast. 
Earlier, police reported the discovery of 
the bodies of a Catholic couple found shot

AVELLINO, Italy (UPI) 
— Italian magicians and 
clairvoyants predicted some 
bad times for 1973 and as far 
as they are concerned, they 
were so right. 
First, they all caught a 
cold in a cave they rented 
for their annual seance to 
consider the future 
Then they got into a 
wrangle Monday about the 
rent on the cave 
The 30 magicians, wizards 
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and 
clairvoyants 
donned 
Oriental 
capes, 
burned 
incense and gazed at crystal 
balls to see what 1973 Would 
bring, during five hours in a 
damp 
cave 
near 
this 
southern Italian city. They 
forecast unhappy times in 
Asia and the United States, 
several air crashes and new 
troubles for the U.S. dollar. 


But then they got the bill 
for using the cave It totaled 
$1,170, about $4 each for 
every minute spent in the 
cave. 


"We questioned the future 
for the sake of humanity," 
said a woman who calls 
herself Angilla the witch, 
"but we were the first to 
pay the consequences of our 
altruism

MANILA (UPI) -Military authorities 
said today that new fighting flared in the 
southern Philippines during the New 
Year's weekend between national police 
and dissidents on Basilan Island. 
They said 25 rebels died in two clashes 
and two government troops wounded 
There were no other details on the 
fighting which began Saturday on the 
island 550 miles south of Manila in the 
heart of the restless Moslem southland 
An official report said that altogether 38 
“ dissidents and outlaws' were killed and 
eight wounded during the past two weeks.

last 
formal veto session was 
officially opened Monday by 
a small, jovial band of 
lawmakers who joked about 
overturning vetoes while 
they kept tabs on the Rose 
Bowl. 
“ Can we move to override 
vetoes? Have I got any big 
ones 
(bills 
vetoed)?, 
Assemblyman 
Edwin 
L. 
Z’berg, 
D-Sacramento, 
joked as he sat at his desk 
and listened to the Rose 
Bowl on a transistor radio 
Despite the jokes, this 
week’s 
veto 
session 
is 
expected to be no different 
than the last five —an 
exercise in futility. 
No gubernatorial veto has 
been overrridden since 1946, 
and Gov. Ronald Reagan's 
168 vetoes from the 1972 
session are expected to 
stand 
up 
against 
any 
attempt to muster the 27 
votes in the Senate and 54 in 
the Assembly needed for a 
veto to be overturned. 
Twenty-six legislators, 11 
senators 
and 
15 
assemblymen, 
cut 
short 
their New Year’s holiday 
Monday to return to the 
Capitol and open the five- 
day veto session. 
They waited around for 
about 17 minutes —knowing 
full well that there would 
not be a quorum to conduct 
business — and adjourned 
the session until 3 p.m. 
today. 
Legislative leaders had 
advised lawmakers earlier 
not to come back New 
Year’s day to open the veto 
session 
but 
instead 
to 
designate a few “ volunteer 
legislators to gavel it to 
order and promptly adjourn. 
The state constitution re­ 
quires that the legislature 
begin the veto session 30 
days after it adjourns its 
regular 
session. 
The 
formality Monday made it 
necessary 
to call 
in a 
“ skeleton ”staff 
of 


legislative 
clerks 
and 
sergeants-at-arms. 
In the Assembly, Speaker 
Pro Tern Carlos Bee. D- 
Havward. 
gaveled

session to order promptly, 
then most of his colleagues 
gathered around radios to 
listen to the USC-Ohio State 
game. 

D- 
Rail Road Flat, was precise 
in calling the upper house to 
order at the same time. The 
senators then scuttled to the 
Senate lounge to watch the 
game.

Nader wants set air fare

Nader-backed 
consumer group today asked the Civil Aeronautics Board to 
set a $125 regular air fare to Europe and end the maze of 
special fares offered passengers. 
In a petition filed with the CAB, the Aviation Consumer 
Action Project (ACAP), called for an investigation of the 
airline fare structure. 
“ If the airlines can afford to carry 80 per cent of their 
passengers on discount fares, it is only logical to establish a 
regular fare at a level which approximates the levels of the 
discount fares, and to make such fares available to all 
passengers with restrictive conditions,” the petition said. 
Pan American and Trans World, the two U.S. scheduled 
overseas airlines, “ are flying with half of their seats 
empty,” ACAP said. 
“ If the airlines can fill 15 per cent more of their seats 
with passengers, a regular one-way fare of $125 could be 
offered to all passengers. 
“ If 25 per cent of the airline seats are filled, the fare 
could be brought down to $100 one-way all year,” the 
petition said. 
It also argued “ when the airlines which render an 
essential public utility service impose artificial eligibility 
requirements for the purchase of transportation on 80 per 
cent of their customers, that industry forthwith ceases to 
be a public utility. ”

Most people n e e d instruc­ 
tions when they first learn to 
knit. You’ve almost finished 
your first piece and the easy 
part’s to come. 
Blocking is the finishing 
touch for knitted garments. 
You may do so before or 
after you a s s e mb l e your 
sweater, but since this is 
your first try, you might 


want to put it together and 
try it on for size first. 
Now lav your work flat 
and 
cover it with a damp 
cloth. Press lightly and allow 
steam to form but don’t 
press too hard or hold the 
iron too long in one place. 
When you’ve finished, meas­ 
ure the sweater to make sure 
it’s the proper size. If you 
need to stretch it in any di­ 
rection, make sure you do it 
while garment’s still damp 
and then press again as be­ 
fore.

Syrian, Israel planes battle over Syria 


Skiers injured 


ALBION, Idaho < U P I) —At least 22 persons were injured 
New Year's Day when they leaped or fell from a malfunc­ 
tioning ski lift carrying 121 persons at F^merelle Ski 
Resort. 
Officials at the south-central Idaho resort said the lift lost 
power and slipped backwards because of an apparent 
mechanical failure. 
Approximately two dozen skiers jumped or were 
suddenly jerked off their lift chairs and plunged from 20 to 
40 feet before landing in the snow below. A spokesman for 
the resort said most of the skiers riding on the lift at the 
time were thrown off balance when the lift chairs jerked 
violently before starting to move backwards. 
At least five skiers were hurt seriously. 


Pope recovers 


VATICAN CITY (U P I) — Pope Paul VI has almost 
completely recovered from a bout of influenza which 
caused the 75-year-old Roman Catholic leader to cancel 
some official engagments, a Vatican spokesman said 
Monday. 
Vatican sources said they were not seriously concerned 
about the Pope because he is subject to colds and, in fact, 
has suffered from influenza at least once every winter for 
the past several years. 
The Vatican spokesman said the Pope put in a normal 
work day Monday although he did cancel an appearance at 
a school for crippled boys. He did so on advice of his doctor, 
who recommended he remain indoors and rest, the 
spokesman said. 


Plane crashlands 


MIAMI (UPI) — A chartered amphibious plane with 17 
persons aboard made a belly landing in a shower of sparks 
at Miami International Airport today after developing 
landing gear trouble. 
The Federal Aviation Administration said none of the 15 
passengers and two crewmen was injured. It was the third 
airliner incident here in less than a month. 
A spokesman for Chalk’s Airlines said the plane, a 
Grumman Mallard, was en route from Bimini Island in the 
Bahamas to the company’s Biscayne bayside operation on 
nearby Watson Island. But it was diverted to Miami when 
tie malfunction was discovered. 
“ The plane had landing gear trouble and the pilot knew it 
before he landed,’’ an airport tower spokesman said. “ He 
requested an emergency landing and we had emergency 
equipment standing by.” 


Gambling raids to continue 


HONOLULU (U PI) —Police, confused today by a new 
social gambling law, are going to raid games, make arrests 
and look to the courts to decide where the dividing line is 
between casual and organized gambling. 
Social gambling became legal in Hawaii under a new 
penal code that went into effect New Year’s Day. But a 
Police Department spokesman said raids will go on as 
usual and “ it will be up to the defendant to prove the game 
was social.” 
Critics have predicted that the new law, which legalizes 
gambling as long as each player is on “ equal terms with the 
other participants" and no one takes a cut for running the 
game, will turn Waikiki into a Las Vegas-by-the-sea, open 
the door to organized gambling with the underworld 
reaping huge profits, increase welfare, loansharking, 
extortion, blackmail, stealing, suicides and result in 
possible subversion of the Police Department. 


Nixon, Kissinger meetings 


WASHINGTON (U P I) —President Nixon planned to start 
intensive consultations today with his national security 
affairs adviser. Dr. Henry A. Kissinger, who will return to

Britain wants to prevent clashes 


LONDON (UPI) —Government sources 
said today that Britain wants to use her 
new role as a European Common Market 
member to prevent any economic clashes 
between the nine-nation bloc and the 
United States and Japan. 
They said this is one of Britain’s chief 
goals in the market, which grew to nine 
members Monday when Britain, Denmark 
and Ireland joined to create the world’s 
largest economic and trading bloc. 


The sources said Prune Minister Edward 
Heath now is seriously concerned that the 
enlarged market could become embroiled 
in a trade war or in a clash over world 
monetary policies with the United States 
and Japan. 


Officials said Heath's government is 
convinced a new balance must be worked 


out with the United States and Japan in 
both the trade and monetary fields. 
In a New Year’s radio broadcast. Heath 
called for “ proper world trading arrange­ 
ments, 
proper 
world 
monetary 
arrangements.” 
“ What is all important is that the new 
Europe, the United States and Japan 
should sort out these problems as the three 
great trading and monetary groups,” he 
said. “ If we don’t, we shall cut each others' 
throats.” 
Officials said Heath was referring in 
particular 
to 
worldwide 
trade 
talks 
planned this year in Geneva as a sequel to 
the so-called “ Kennedy Round” of tariff- 
cutting negotiations 10 years ago. 
They said Heath also had in mind the 
need for basic reform of the world's 
monetary system following the series of 
monetary crises in recent years.

The tendency of those in 
public office to 
protect” 
their image by withholding 
from 
public 
view 
such 
records as they choose is 
constant and ever present. 
On the federal level the 
bureaucrats take recourse 
in 
a 
system 
f 
“ cla ssificatio n ” 
of 
documents for “ security” 
reasons. 
The 
instances 
where such treatment of 
records has been made with 
no justification of national 
security are widespread 
On the state and local 
levels the opportunity for 
such flimsy refuge is not 
present. Nevertheless the 
frequency 
of 
incidents 
wherein citizens experience 
difficulty inspecting records 
of public agencies makes it 
crystal 
clear 
that 
bureaucrats 
are 
not 
burdened with any necessity 
to justify capricious denials 
of access to records. 
But if a democracy is to 
work the public must have 
the ability to keep informed 
For public business is the 
public s business. Citizens 
of a self governing society 
must have the legal right to 
examine and investigate the 
conduct 
of 
its 
affairs. 
Without that the citizens of 


a democracy have only 
changed kings. 
A real newspaperman is a 
soldier of freedom 
The 
freedom which he wants is 
not a privilege for reporters 
but the right of all men to 
get information and share 
opinions. 
Newsmen 
are 
knowledgeable 
and 
experienced 
in 
getting 
information 
They 
are 
familiar with the records 
maintained by the various 
public agencies and the laws 
governing those records. 
So when a reporter is 
denied 
or 
encounters 
difficulties in viewing public 
records it is an easy leap to 
imagine what barriers must 
be overcome by the citizen 
who does not have the 
implied “ power” of the 
press. 
This, of course, is what 
incenses the reporter. He is 
confident he will achieve his 
objective. But he thinks of 
the sometimes impossible 
position in which a citizen is 
placed who. unsure of the 
law, seeks to exercise his 
right 
to 
inspect 
public 
records. 
California’s 
laws 
have 
been written to guarantee 
the right of all citizens to

BERKELEY (Capitol) - 
This city is the home of the 
University of California and 
has the reputation of being 
the 
most 
radical 
municipality in the nation. 
More, postal officials here 
say they get along well with 
the local police. 
It's a good thing for them 
they do. and it is also a good 
thing for those citizens of 
Berkeley 
who 
send 
or 
receive mail 
The postal 
system here, as it happens, 
gives the Berkeley Police 
Department 
a 
lot 
of 
business. 
Not that either side is 
happy about it... 
On Dec 8, the U.S. Army 
Corps of Engineers invited 
bids from contractors to 
“ install 
bulletproof 
partitions” at a couple of 
Berkeley 
branch 
post 
Offices 
According 
to 
Berkeley 
Postmaster 
William Wollman, they are 
badly, 
urgently 
needed, 
even long overdue at the 
South Berkeley Station and 
Park Station post offices. 
“ Berkeley has the second 
highest post office holdup 
rate of any city in the 
nation, 
behind 
only 
Washington, 
D C , ” 
Wollman told Capitol News 
Service “ In the last four or 
five years, we’ve had about 
20 holdups at those two 
branches." 
Holding up a post office is 
a federal offense, and the 
feds do not take such rip- 
offs lightly. Wollman says 
that in almost every case 
the 
robbers 
have 
been 
arrested and that most of 
them have pleaded guilty, 
the rest been convicted. 
The take has averaged 
only $200 to $300 in most of 
the holdups, so armed post- 
office 
robbery, 
even 
at 
these two stations where it 


seems almost traditional, 
would 
not 
seem 
an 
ettractive avocation. The 
record shows, however, that 
despite the apparent odds 
against a successful heist, it 
“ unfortunately” is. 
“ We don't know why these 
two are held up so often,” 
Wollman said, "or why it is 
almost always these two. 
both of them near the city 
limits with Oakland, that 
are singled out, but it is as if 
those doing the holding up 
take turns — first one. then 
the other . ” 
So 
far, 
no 
postal 
employees or patrons — and 
the holder uppers seem to 
enter when there are few or 
no other customers 
have 
been injured, but even the 
best of luck runs out sooner 
or 
later. 
Hence 
the 
bulletproof partitions. 
“ They've been tried in 
Washington 
with 
some 
success,” 
Wollman 
said, 
“ so we are going to try 
them. too. 
“ In most post offices,” he 
continued. 
“ whatever 
business is carried on over a 
counter or through a bank- 
type window — everything 
right out in the open. It 
won t be that way at those 
two stations must long 
“ Instead, 
the 
postal 
employees will be behind 
bulletproof glass partitions. 
There will be special drops 
for letters, parcels, money 
and change, with no direct 
access 
to 
any 
postal 
employee 


“ We figured wed better 
do 
something before 
somebody gets hurt . . . and 
maybe this will discourage 
attempted robberies in the 
future ” 
A 31-year veteran of the 
postal service and Berkeley 
postmaster for the past 15 
months, Wollman seemed 
almost 
amused 
at 
the 


suggestion the city’s famous 
radical and counterculture 
groups 
would 
give 
the 
system any trouble. 
“ Once or tw ice there have 
been rocks through post 
office windows, but that 
could have been anybody,” 
he said. 
“ And our relations with 
the Berkeley police couldn't 
be better Our orders are 
that when a post office is 
held up. we call the local 
police 
first, 
the 
postal 
inspectors second 
“ The 
Berkeley 
Police 


Department record is very 
good 
they are usually on 
the scene within a matter of 
minutes, you could almost 
time it in seconds ” 


It is likely that whatever 
pleasure Berkeleyites may 
take from the unsolicited 
plug for their police is 
countered by their city’s 
record 
on 
post 
office 
robberies There may even 
be some groups in the 
community disappointed to 
find 
the 
system's 
local 
officials have not found 
them a source of worry.

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Buckeyes are convinced: SC is number one 


PASADENA (U P I)—If there was 
any doubt, Southern California has 
settled it for good. The Trojans are 
the best college football has to offer. 
On a blustery New Year’s Day at 
the Rose Bowl, John McKay’s 1972 
national champions exploded 
in 
Woody Hayes’ face in the second 
half and destroyed Ohio State 42-17. 


The Monday victory—the fourth 
straight for the Pacific-8 over the 
Big Ten — allowed the No. 1 Trojans 
to complete a perfect 12-0 season 


“ This (USC) is the best college 
team I’ve ever seen," said Hayes 
after watching the Trojans roll up 
the most points ever scored against 
Ohio State in his 22 years at 
Columbus. 
“ Is there anyone else they want us 


to play now to prove we re really 
No. 1?" asked McKay faceticiously. 


“ No, I’m not offering to play the 
Redskins. I’m just saying we earned 
the No. 1 spot during the regular 
season and shouldn’t have had to 
wait for anyone." 


The Trojans, who now have a 
string of 17 unbeaten games, had a 
bevy of stars, including: 


—Sam “ Bam” Cunningham, a 
senior fullback who spent most of 
the season blocking. Cunningham 
dived over the Ohio State line for a 
Rose Bowl record four touchdowns, 
all in the second half after a 7-7 
standoff in the first half 
—Anthony Davis, a sophomore 
tailback who personally wrecked 
Notre Dame with six touchdowns in 


USC’s regular season finale. The 5- 
foot-9, 190-pound speedster carried 
the ball 23 times for 157 yards, 
including a 20-yard touchdown burst 
in which he shook off three tacklers. 


—Mike Rae, an unsung senior 
quarterback 
who 
wasn’t 
even 
named to either the first or second 
all-Pacific 
Coast 
teams. 
He 
completed 18-of-25 passes for 229 
yards and a touchdown, increasing 
his total yardage for the season to 
2,001 yards, a school record. 
—Wide receiver Lynn Swann, a 
junior who caught six passes for 108 
yards and a TD. 


—Sophomore linebacker Richard 
Wood, a second team All-America 
who led all tacklers with eight and 
assisted on two other tackles. 


—Senior Charles Young, 
first 
team All-America tight end who 
caught six passes for 82 yards. 
— 
Sophomore 
cornerback 
Charles Phillips, who intercepted a 
pass and recovered a fumble to set 
up USC touchdowns. 


Cunningham erased the names of 
Notre Dame’s Elmer Layden (1925), 
Michigan’s 
Jack 
Weisenberger 
(1948) and Michigan's Mel Anthony 
(1965), 
who 
all 
had 
three 
touchdowns, from the Rose Bowl 
record 
book 
with 
his 
four 
touchdowns. 


A former high school shotputter 
from Santa Barbara, Calif., the 6-3, 
218-pound fullback leaped into the 
Buckeyes’ end zone from the two, 
one, one and one yards out. 


Assistant coach Craig Fertig told 
Cunningham about the record before 
the senior was sent into the game in 
the fourth quarter to get the mark. 
“ I just said Wow’ and went over 
the top, and there it was," smiled 
Cunningham, who was voted the 
outstanding player of the game. 
“ It's just ’22 blast,’ the same old 
play O.J. Simpson used to run." 
The Trojans’ victory was the 
biggest for a Pacific Coast team 
over the Big Ten since Washington 
trounced Wisconsin 44-8 in 1960. 
Since 1960, the West Coast has 
beaten the Big Ten nine out of 14 
games. The Big Ten won 12 of the 
first 13 meetings after it signed an 
exclusive agreement to come here 
starting in 1947. 


But McKay, appearing in the Rose 


Bowl for the fifth time in seven 
years and winning at Pasadena for 
the fourth time in eight times, did 
not see any significance in the final 
42-17 score, his 100th coaching 
victory in 13 years at USC. 
“ We beat Ohio State because we 
were a better team,’’ he said. “ We 
blocked and ran better than they did 
but then we were sure all along that 
we could." 


Third-rated Ohio State, which 
completed its season with a 9-2 
record, 
was 
led 
by 
freshman 
halfback Archie Griffin's 95 yards 
on 20 carries. Griffin also caught 
two passes for 27 yards. 
A record crowd of 106,869 jammed 
the enlarged Rose Bowl to see the 
59th game of a series that began in 
1902.

Puerto Rico in mourning 


SAN JUAN, P R (U PI) — Puerto Rico canceled all public celebrations 
marking the inauguration of Gov -elect Rafel Hernandez Colon today so 
islanders could mourn the death of baseball idol Roberto Clemente, the 
greatest athlete in Puerto Rican history and hero of the Pittsburgh Pirates. 
The government also proclaimed three days of official mourning 
throughout the island. 
Clemente and four other persons died late Sunday in the crash of a plane 
carrying relief supplies to victims of the Nicaragan earthquake 
Government officials said Hernandez would still take his oath of office at 
10 a m, today from Pedro Perez Pimentel, president of the Supreme Court 
A noon buffet luncheon and an 8 p.m state dinner for dignitaries also will 
take place as scheduled. 
But all public celebrations, including fireworks displays and parades, to 
mark the inauguration of Hernandez, were canceled. Hernandez was 
elected Nov. 7 over the incumbent. Gov. Luis A. Ferre. 
Hernandez himself called off a reception planned after his inauguration 


Clemente, and he expressed a wish 
that 
some 
of 
his 
Pittsburgh 
teammates attend. Few did, and he 
was upset about it. 
“ How could we possibly show 
one Pittsburgh player said 
We were never told when or where 
the dinner was to be held " That 
wasn t Clemente’s fault. 
The fact is he was easily the most 
popular member of the Pittsburgh 
ball club, not only with Pittsburgh 
fans but also with his fellow players. 
The fact also is he asked for fewer 
favors or concessions from the 
Pirates’ front office than any of his 
teammates. 
Yet, it is also a fact that many 
misunderstood the talented, wasp- 
waisted rightfielder whose life and 
career came to an abrupt end on 
New Year’s Eve at the age of 38 
while he was attempting a mission 
of mercy to those left hungry and 
homeless in Managua, Nicaragua, 
by the recent earthquake there. 
“ Misunderstood is the best way I 
can explain him," says Joe Brown, 
the Pirates’ general manager, who 
had a deep personal affection for 
Clemente. 
“ He was such a warm, fine, 
human being and yet I don’t think he 
came across that way because 1 
think he was shut off in his 


relationship by a good many people 
very early in his career. 
“ I think Bobby lacked confidence, 
certainly social confidence early, 
and a lot of people didn’t understand 
him. I think the thing that... that... 
well, I guess killed him, was his 
desire to do things for people. What 
he was trying to do for the people in 
Nicaragua was one of the few public 
things he did. He generally did 
things, kind things, few people knew 
about." 
Steve Blass and Dave Giusti, two 
of 
the 
Pirates’ 
pitchers, 
were 
attending the same New Year’s Eve 
party in Pittsburgh when they 
learned of Clemente’s tragic death. 
They heard about it around four in 
the morning and they were numbed 
by the news. 
Two 
hours 
later, 
not 
really 
knowing what to do or where to go, 
both went to Joe Brown’s house, 
“ I think they just wanted to go to 
share their grief with somebody 
they knew cared as much as they 
did,’’ said Brown, who leaves for 
Clemente's home in Rio Piedras, 
Puerto Rico, today to see what he 
can do to help the family. 
“ We just sat around, had coffee 
and talked," Brown went on. “ I 
remember one of the things Steve 


said. He said. ’The bad part is that 
Pittsburgh had him this long and 
never really understood him.’ ’’ 
Roberto Clemente appeared in 12 
All-Star games, won four batting 
titles and collected more than 3,000 
hits, but didn’t really “ make it" 
until the 1971 World Series in which 
he batted 414 and ruined Baltimore 
almost single-handedly. 
“ It finally took a World Series for 
people to say, Hey. this guy is one 
of the greatest players ever to put on 
a uniform,’ ’ laments Giusti. 
Once you saw Clemente play it 
was hard to forget him. It was hard 
to forget how he so easily could take 
that little step in the batter's box 
and lash the ball to right field; how 
gracefully he could glide toward the 
wall and pick off the ball, and how 
incredibly fast and straight he could 
throw it to any of the bases 
I remember Roberto Clemente 
doing all those things, and doing 
them better than anyone I’ve seen in 
the past 10 years. 
I can also remember his wife, 
Vera, saying: 
“ When he plays, he does it from 
his heart. He does everything that 
way." 
Only one thing could ever really 
stop Roberto Clemente, and it did

There are many different love 
stories around. Here is one: 
John Jansson, 61, came to 
Lompoc to milk cows during the 
depression for $10 a month. He 
was just graduated from high 
school in San Pedro. 
John hauled mail to and from 
Surf for the railroad in 1938,1939 
and 1940. During World War II, 
he served in the Navy. 
Rosie Domingos sorted mail 
at Camp Cooke during the war. 
She had been born and raised in 
Lompoc. Her father, Manuel 
Domingos, was a f^ortuguese 
farmer who owned land on the 
Buellton Road. 
She grew up on a farm. 
After 
the 
war. 
Rose 
transferred to the post office in 
Lompoc. After the war, John 
owned and operated a bar and 
liquor store in town. 
John retired eight years later, 
and two years later (October 17, 
1952) he took a part-time job at 
the post office. Soon he worked 
full time. John and Rosie, 
although they had known of each 
other, met there. They married 
in 1959. 


John and Rosie Jansson both 
continued to work at the post 
office, both working the counter 
at the same time. They had the 
same lunch hour. 


December 29 of last week was 
Mr. and Mrs. Jansson’s last day 
at the post office. They retired. 
“The post office department 
has been good to me and Rosie 
too. But there comes a time in 
every man’s life when he has to 
retire,” 
John 
summed-up 
recently during 
their lunch 
hour. 
John 
and 
Rosie 
appear 
opposites on the outside. John 
talks 
and 
jokes. 
He 
is 
spontaneous. Rosie speaks soft 
and low and not a lot. She is shy, 
John said. 
Maybe this is why they have 
worked successfully for so long 
together at the post office, side 
by side. 
“ We always have gotten along 
good,” John reported “ We are 
the only married clerks I know 
who have worked thfe window 
together for so long and are 
retiring together.” 
During the interview, Rosie 
knew dates John didn’t. She 
disagreed with him on what the 
post master ' said about them 


being married and working at 
the post office. She didn’t want 
this 
writer to 
write 
“ any 
stories.” 
“ Ten lines,” she wanted and 
no 
more. 
John 
answered 
questions unabashed. 


“ We have nothing planned. 
Just get caught up on little 
chores at the ranch. Rosie’s 
hobby is antiquing furniture. My 
hobby is being around cattle and 
horses and collecting old horse 
bits,” he said. 
The Janssons own 12 acres of 
land on the Buellton Road. On it 
is a house, barn, corral, two 
horses and four beef. 
The way they worked it after 
coming home from the post 
office after work was Rosie 
cooked dinner and John fed the 
livestock and did other outside 
chores. 
Rosie, 
John 
said 
several 
times, is a good worker. 


“ Sometimes I say let’s eat 
dinner in town tonight, but she 
says no, she wants to cook 
dinner,” he pointed out. 
Now there are no end of the 
working day dinners. They are 
both looking forward to retiring. 


“ It’ll 
be 
hard 
to 
retire 
because we are so active. We 
have been so involved with the 
public. We made many, many 
friends across the counter. It’ll 
be hard to quit keeping them in 
our minds,” said John. 


Then he washed and put away 
the luncheon dishes. Rosie was 
out of the kitchen for the 
moment. —S.T.

Former Lompocan making it 


as movie, TV animal trainer 


Since leaving Lompoc in January 1965 Karl Miller has not had to fall back 
on his old job of installing Cable TV. His competence as a trainer of animals 
for TV and motion pictures has been recognized highly for the past two 
years. 
In 1970, his dog Schuffy (a mixed wire haired terrier) won the PATSY 
(Performing Animal Television Star of the Year) Award for its 
performance in the series “ The Ghost and Mrs. Muir.” Last year, Miller’s 
white German Shepherd, Pax, that appears in “ Longstreet” won this 
award. 
The PATSY Award, according to Miller, is equal to TV’s Emmy and 
motion picture’s Oscar. 
Miller doesn’t own Pax or Schuffy, although they are at his house now int 
Arleta, a suburb of Los Angeles. His boss Lou Schumacher, one of the 
biggest animal suppliers for TV and motion pictures, does. Schumacher 
owns over 200 animals (house pets, barnyard animals, birds of prey, and 
small wildlife) and has access to large wild animals (tigers, elephants, 
etc.). 
Miller trains these animals. On a movie set he is called the director of 
animal action. 
Earlier last month, Miller returned to Lompoc for o^e week to work in 
this capacity. Part of a pilot TV series was shot at Jalama Beach which 
featured actor John Ireland. The plot includes a retired professor (Ireland) 
who’s life is threateneil and for protection he acquires a Doberman 
pinscher. 
“ Whenever an animal is in the action of a movie or TV show there is also 
an animal trainer nearby,” Miller informed. 
An animal must meet certain specifications before it can work on a set. It 
must meet the director’s choice of animal characterization, first. 
“ This is conformation,” said Miller. The dog or bird must fit the part in 
looks. 
Next the animal must be safe; he will not turn on the actors or crew. 
“ If you must have a vicious animal,” Miller said “ the trainer must be 
able to predict that he can control the animals.” 
He does this by learning how close an actor can come before the provoked 
animal (such as a dog) will attack. 
A trained animal must also be versatile. Miller noted. The animal must 
be able to understand and carry out commands. 
Miller employs discipline-affection training rather than force or military 
training. The former aspires for the animal to perform with personality, Ur 
carry out action naturally. The latter results in an animal looking trained 
when it performs. 
“ My technique is working with animals instead of overpowering them. I 
work with them with a friendly feeling and use repetition for them to learn. 
Then I reward them,” he explained. 
Miller has suffered only a few minor injuries to date as an animal trainer 
— injuries, he says, caused by himself, provoked by his own action. 


1 train dogs or wildcats to snarl. To cause them to do this 1 have to let him 
win,” Miller told. Winning, for the animal is for it to have the last say or 
growl. 
“ In reality, the dog knows not to turn on me completely. He knows we are 
just playing,” he said. 
Despite such hazards. Miller is happy with his work that all started at 
Vandenberg Air Force Base (VAFB) in 1959. 
“ I was a scared, lonely, and young air policeman at Vandenberg. So when 
the opportunity arose I volunteered to become a sentry dog handler,” he 
recalled. 
After training at Lackland Air Force Base in Texas, Miller returned to 
VAFB with Baron, his sentry German shepherd. For three years they were 
together every minute for 12 hours a day. Miller was discharged in 1961 and 
returned to his home in New York for two years. (Baron eventually became 
a public demonstration dog at Lackland.) 
It was during his Vandenberg tour that Miller decided to become an 


animal trainer for TV and motion pictures. He returned to Lompoc in 1963, 
married a local Girl (Miss Aileen Olivera) in 1964 and landed a job in 1965 as 
a kennel keeper for Frank Inn, biggest supplier of animals for the film 
industry. 
“ 1 bugged him for two years for a job and he finally got fed up and told me 
to come down and start work,” Miller said, who soon after started learning 
to train all types of animals. 
For the two years he lived in Lompoc as a civilian. Miller learned and 


worked as alternate trade as a Cable TV installer in case his desire to 
become an animal trainer never developed into a real job. 
It was also during this time that Miller helped found and organize the 
Lompoc Valley All-Breed Training Club, now renamed the Lompoc Kennel 
Club. 
Miller and his wife (and their two children) returned to Lompoc today 
occasionally to visit relatives. They miss the clean air of Lompoc. 
“ I am happy where I am because of what I am doing. My wife misses 
Lompoc very much. But she loves me so she stays with me wherever I go. If 
it wasn’t for this she would be up there right now. If it wasn’t for my work 
I’d be there right now. Unfortunately, they don’t make a lot of movies with 
animals in Lompoc,” he said. 
The most recent movie Miller worked on is “ They Kill Only Their 
Masters,” starring James Garner. Presently, he is working on a movie 
script of “ Aunt Marne” , starring Lucile Ball. It calls for a fox to jump in 
Aunt Marne’s lap. 
About himself as an animal trainer. Miller said, “ I couldn’t do anything 
else. I have no other feeling. I don’t want to be an actor or a movie director. 
I entertain people with animal action. 1 guess I ’m a great show off.” — S.T.

Our battle 


Newspapers and other media are in the 
midst of a philosophical battle to protect 
you, the citizen of the United States.

But one 
certain fact stands out — who is going to

set the standards at any given time in 
history? The government? 
The philosophical battle as far as the 
government is concerned is obviously 
orchestrated from the White House. It 
certainly is not from any obvious public 
demand 
Whitehead uses such words and phrases 
as “ imblance” in the news; “consistent 
bias,” and “elitist gossip in the guise of 
news analysis.’’ Certainly broadcasters, 
like publishers, should be held responsible 
for everything they broadcast or publish. 
But this new drafted legislation would

So he undertook a two-day visit to 
East Germany. That visit is a 
parable for our time. 
East Germany is the eastern part 
of the country against which we 
fought a world war.
